Columbia Broadcasting &ystem to 
the Alfred E. Smith- Memorial 
Foundation dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel last night, follows: 

Mr, Chairman. Tour Eminence 
Cardinal Spcllman; Ambassador 
Austin, Secretary Forrestal, Gov- 
ernor Dewey, Mayor O'Dwyer, 
and friends of Governor Smith: 

This gathering ha* tor it* pur- 
pose a salutation to the memory 
of Ai Smith by those who knew 
him, or who have carefully stud- 
ied his character and .life's wort. 
J had the pleasure to meet him 
several time* and enjoyed long 
talks with him on men and things. 
In those days he had been four 
times Governor of the State of 
New York and had been defeated 
as candidate for the Presidency, 
He spoke to tne not without feel- 
ing at the lack of continuity fa 
American* pubUc life, for party 
leaders. 

The unsuccessful candidate for 
the Presidency, although he com- 
mands the hope* and esteem of 
nearly fcalf the nation, often ha* 
no public sphere tn which h* tan 
carry forward all the prestige and 
allegiances fee has gathered In a 
nation-wide campaign. The lot 
over here is different, and in 
many cases a Prime Minister 
falls from power only to walk 
four or five yards across the floor 
of the House of Common* and 
carry forward his work as leader 
of the Opposition. 

Smith's Career Landed 

Now, 1 have a ^reat respect for 
the American Constitution, but in 
this instance I must confess that 
I definitely prefer the British 
system, or perhaps I should say 
custom— for we have no system- 
I followed A] Smith's eon test for 
the Presidency with keen interest 
and sympathy. X was in the full- 
est agreement with his attitude 
on Prohibition and X even sug- 
gested to him a slogan— 'All for 
Al; and Al for all."

Soviet Propaganda Assailed - 

Let mc turn from this great 
American to the causes which I 
am sure, were he with Us now, 
he would have made his own. We 
have traveled a long way in opin- 
ion since I spoke at Fulton, un- 
der the auspices of the Fresi* 
dent, eighteen months ago, and 
many things which were startling 
or disputable then have now be- 
come the foundation of dominant 
Anglo-American thought. 

Troring all this tim* the Serial 
governments bwo po*red out 
through their radio, in twenty- 
six language*, anomaous speeches 
made on their bebatf , an tncea*- 
Ing stream pt atase upon the 
Wester* world, and tfcey hare 
accompanied tfei* virulent K°9*~ 
ganda by every lotion which 
would prevent the world's set- 
Ulug down into a durable peace, 
or the United Nations organisa- 
tion playing It* part a* a great 
world instrument to prevent wax. 

Indeed, the conferences at Lake 
Success, perhaps prematurely, 
have become a board in which 
reproaches and insults are burled 
at each other by the greatest 
states; hurled at each other for 
all mankind to hear if they care 
to listen, but t£en scant of them 
are getting tired- 

I've been much puzzled to know 
why it is that the Soviet govern- 
ment* have taken this violently 
aggressive Una. From aa external 
point of view it soeens »o foolish 
and wi wonder what is the real 
motive behind it I cannot, my-, 
setf , believe that it is the prelude 
to war. These fourteen men la 
the Kremlin, who rale wkh dee> 
potic power the Test populations 
and territories *f which they art 
the masters, are very capable 
and well informed. If their mind* 
were set on war I cannot believe 
that t*>er would pot lull the oesy- 
golng demctranias into a false 
eenee of security. Httler was a 
master of this and always before 
or during soma act of aggression 
he uttered soothing words or 
made non * aggress* on pact*; 
therefore wbtt* X eannot exclude 
the danger of wax X do not think 
the violent abuse which th« 



vlet Government and their Com- 
munist adherents all over the 
world lavish on all txiating forms 
of civilization, Is necessarily a 
sign of danger, or of imminent 
dagger. 

It it more likely, in my opinion, 
being used for internal purpose*; 
it there ere only fourteen men all 
eyeing one another, deeply con- 
scious of the enormous popula- 
tion they hold in chains of mind 
and spirit, enforced by terror t it 
may well be that they think it 
pays them and helps them to j per- 
petuate their rule by representing 
to the otherwise blindfolded 
mass** of the brave and good- 
hearted Russia^ people that the 
Soviet Government stands be- 
tween them and a repetition of 
the horrors of invasion which 
they withstood, when it came, so 
manfully. 

Defense Preparations Stressed 
2*ow, I devoutly hope that thi* 
vitw of mine may prove to b* 
correct. But the United State* and 
the Western democracies of Eur- 
ope will fall to profit by the bard 
experiences they hare undergone 
if they did jaat take ovary 
measure of pnadenl deieostvo pre- 
paration which is open to them 
While taklnr all necessary steps 
and above all maintaining a solid 
front wa should not, however, be 
hasty In abandoning our hope in 
the United Nations organisation. 
It may be that the Soviet govern- 
ment and their Communist fifth 
columns ha so many countries 
will, at some moment or other, 
quit the United Nations organiza- 
tion- Tben there would be what 
is called two worlds, and we 
Should all be sorry to see that. 
But if one of these worlds is far. 
more powerful than the other and 
is equally vigilant, and la alao sin- 
cerely desirous of maintaining 
peace, there k no reason why a 
twe-worty system should load to 
war. 

s Groat wars come when both 
aides believe they are more or 
lass equal, and when each thinks 
ha ha* t food chance of victory. 
No such oanditionev of sqttahty 
would be established if the Soviet 
Government and their Commu- 
nist devotees were to make a 
separata organization of their 
own. Indeed, the two great sys- 
tems might oven begin to be po- 
nte wtth one another and speak 
again m the measured language 
oTdiplomaey. 

Therefore, it asem* to me, we 
should not bo uadttjy depressed 
tf the Sovttt-Cooaaounkt force* 
should decide to part nompany 
with the wWl4 
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Certainly we ought not to gi* 
away anything which is essenti 
to our security in order to pe 
suade them to linger with ns f<

Political Crisis Seen/ 
Mr, Churchill speculated that a 
political crisis may be developing 
Inside Russia, particularly la the 
light of the Cominform*5 denuncia- 
tion of Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. 
"Their prime interest," he said 
of the Russian rulers* "Is to preserve 
their personal power over the hun- 
dreds of millions of people of many 
different races who they rule with 
a rod of Iron.

Mr. Churchill, former British 
Prime Minister and one of the 
, world's noted orators, is now in 
[this country on a visit, He sent a 
telegram yesterday to Chairman 
Connally of the Senate Foreign j 
Relations Committee denying Sen- . 
ator Langer's charges. Senator 
Connally placed it in the Senate 
record. 

Jenner Defends Churchill, 

It dealt '' with this question, 
which Senator Langer put to Sen- 
ator Jenner, Republican, of In- 
diana Monday during the latter's 
foreign policy speech: 

"Is the Senator from Indiana 
familiar with the fact that during 
the Spanish -American War the 
same Winston Churchill who now 
brags that he is half American, 
took up arms for Spain, and 
fought against the United States, 
and did all he could to defeat us?" 

Senator Jenner replied that Mr. 
Churchill "was doing what he 
thought best for his country." 

Mr. Churchill telegraphed Sen* 
ator Connally: 

"The statement made by Mr. 
Langer is entirely devoid of the 
truth. I visited Cuba and was 
with the Spanish army as an ob- 
server during the months of No- 
vember and December, 1895. 
Says War Started Later. . 

"There was then no question 
of the United States being -in- 
volved in a war with Spain. This 
| war did not in fact begin until 
February 1898, or more than two 
years after I had left Cuba. 

"I should be grateful if you 
felt able to contradict this false 
charge by stating the facts to the 
Senate so that the truth appears 
in your record."

Prime Minister W in ston^C nur chilly who had been in Jamaica for 
an extended vacation and rest just shortly before my arrival* ; 
He mentioned, in addition to a number of personal anecdotes^ 
concerning the Prime Minister, >t^atiHr» Churchill had been^ f 
greatly disturbed by United l Stfctes-^resa reports to the effect 
that President JSiserihowei* .had asj^d him concerning his possible 
retirement from officii' *faW"poy*rn or stated that the Prime 
Minister forcefully observed Ifchkti President Elsenhower had 
neither asked him the q^estifch't ntt* had he volunteered any 
information ^orioejrning It to the President, and that the press 
reports were erifclrel^ Inaccurate and conjectural* '[Mr > Churchill, 
according to the Governor, told him that he had no present 
intention toward retirement and that he felt that he still had 
great services yet to perform In behalf of the British Cxv>wn# 
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*ir Hugh further related that the British Prime Minis* 
ter told him! confidentially! that he had already completed 
(although he hoped to make some revisions thereof) a complete 
history of the British people and the development of the empire, 
in addition to a complete history of English speaking peoples of 
the world* He said that he had no present intention of publish- 
ing these works and that they probably would not be released 
until after his death. 

There was a great deal of other conversation concern- 
ing the British Prime Minister and some concern voiced over the 
fact that there was no outstanding successor presently in the 
Conservative Government who had the standing and prestige 
necessary to fulfill the goals of the Prime Minister should he 
be forced to retire within the foreseeable future* 

A number of very frank and candid observations were 
made concerning Mr* Churchill f s obvious physical limitations by 
reason of age by a number of the persons present* A great deal 
of concern was exhibited over whether or not he would be able, 
by reason of these limitations, to contihue in his position for 
a more extended period of time* 

It was obvious that Mr* Churchill had made quite a 
hit on his visit to Jamaica* It was Indicated that he had been 
able to have an extended rest, had been more or less Isolated 
from the press, and undoubtedly, through relaxation and an 
opportunity to pursue a number of his hobbies, including 
painting and writing, was much the better for it* 

It is pointed out that these remarks were made in the 
course of the after dinner conversation and in a manner of con* 
fidence among the persons present* It is further emphasized 
that I, being the only American present, would be the only source 
for their further dissemination outside of British circles* 

I had the opportunity on this occasion to renew 
acquaintances with a number of British representatives in Jamaica 
and the hospitality extended me personally by the Governor was 
most cordial and gratifying* He has invited Mrs* Godfrey and 
myself to spend several days of our vacation during the forth- 
coming summer, if that is possible, with him and Lady Foot as 
their guests at Kings House in Jamaica* 
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The British Ambassador to Venezuela , Sir Robert 
TTrquhart was likewise most cordial and has also invited me 
to visit with him for several days, if that is possible, in 
Caracas »

Menckens mind was > 
mischievous and nimble by con- * 
trast with Churchiils stolidness 
but he had a serious fault of 
raiding big dictionaries for ob- 
solete or strange words which he 
sprinkled among his impudence 
solely for the fun of confound- 
ing his clientele. This distrac- g 
lion reduced the value of his | 
essays whereas Churchill makes 
little words sing as they will in 
the service of a careful writer. 

The comparison may seem un- 
fair to Churchill now that he is 
& man for the ages by reason ol± 
his glorious bravado when the j 
world, including Hitler, knew his 
heart was heavy with dread. But 
the fact remains that Winston 
spent many years at pot*boiling 
for the Fleet Street market and 
was just another ink-stained 
wretch but with velvet lapels. In 
the era which ended with the 
paper shortage and the inven- 
tion of astringent journalism, in 
Britain, many public men scuf- 
fled and elbowed for extra 
money to a degree that made 
the regular professionals morose. 
They were utterly graceless 
costers, hawking the byproduct 
of the election returns no more 
inhibited than any Roosevelt in 
our own day. No wonder that the 
poor, seedy penny-a-liners cover- 
ing salacious divorces or scrib- 
bling anonymous, dispirited 
drivel about the mating habits of 
, the earthworm correctly felt that
